Keller, al 5 p.m. at the Compulsory 
Hc.ilth Lcclincs (or first and second 
jciir Art.s and Science sUidcnts by 
Major E. D. E. Hoskin, and at 8 
p,m. to another contingent of the 
COTC by Hume Wrifiht. an ex- 
Captain in the Canadian Army. 
Italians Donate 
Stressing the need for blood for 
the wounded overseas, Ft.-U. Keller 
pointcS out that every day, each 
one of us has to make nil kind of 
decisions — decisions which sonic- 
times turn out wrong, ones which 
we arc not sure ho\y they arc going 
to turn out, ond ones which we 
know. to be right. The decision to 
give your blood so thai someone 
may live can only he a right one. 
If you are in doubt of this." tnc 
Flisht-Lieutenanl continued, "1 a.sk 
you to consider the fact that al this 
inoment. Italians in Italy, our en- 
emies of the summer before last, 
arc now making blood donalicins 
to yavc lives of injured Allied men." 

The facts of the case were ex- 
pressed by Flt.-Lt. Keller, when 
lie noted that it takes three dona- 
tions to make one transfusion, that 
is "for every life saved due to 
blood plasma, 'approximately IS 
transfusions) — there is required 
45 donations." 

t Major lloskin 
Major Hoskin, speaking to the 
Health class, told of his own ex- 
periences where he saw wounded 
men lying in the open in Italy 
(where weather conditions arc bad 
and men who arc wounded suffer 
shock pretty severely) who received 
no medical attention for 3 or 4 
days. He, himself, had his right leg 
blown off, and It was 13 hours be- 
fore he received any medical at- 
tention. Nine bottles of plasma were

McGill Veterans 
To Donate Blood 
To Red Cross 

Committee Heads 
Segal, Noble, McKay 
Elected at Meeting 

Committees covering réhabilita' 
lion, education and entertainment 
were elected at_a meeting ot the 
McGill Studeiii Ve'tcrans' Society 
held last night in the grill room 
of the Union. 

It was decided that the group as 
a whole would visit the Red Cross 
Monday, November 13, at 6.15 p.m., 
to make blood donations. Henry 
Marcoviti, secretary, emphasized 
the vital need for all veterans to 
register for this blood donation, and 
that all tho£o who have not already 
signified their intention should 
contact him at some time during 
the remainder ot the week. 

Details regarding linson between 
the Dominion government Veteran 
Welfare division and the Society 
were presented, most important of 
which was that all veterans attend- 
ing McGill who have been paid 
from October 2, will be paid an 
extra amount retroactive from Oc- 
tober 2, to September 28. Problems 
regarding veterans who arc receiv- 
ing government benefits and at the 
same time intend to do part time 
work, were clarified. . Officials of 
the Welfare division indicated that 
veterans could do part time work 
as long as they did not pay un- 
employment insurance. Money earn- 
ed on the campus is limited by a 
$40 per month' maximum, while re- 
turns from investments cannot ex- 
ceed $20. Any earnings above the 
foregoing amounts would be de- 
ducted proportionally from the 
veteran's benefit. 

Regarding payments at Christmas 

it was announced that forms would

The C.Y.C. is composed of a iiiglily represen- 
tative group of some fifty. Canadian citizens, 
of different religious faiths and political creeds, 
drawn together by n common interest in youtli 
and its problems. The life of the Commission 
is two years, and during that time the Commis- 
sion intends to investigate the present plans to 
deal with the post-war problems of youtii as 
proposed by the various youth movements and 
organizations, and to consult the attitude of 
youth itself.

Dear Sir,— A pamphlet, which Is 
quoted in part, was circulated 
omong;the Freshettes of English II 
on Tuesdoy^^orhing, the day before 
the clectlans';for the President of 
the Women's Union. It said: . . ."can- 
didates are apparently being judged 
more for their affiliations than for 
their respective merits. To be more 
explicit, votes have consistently 
been solicited on the basis of the 
fraternity affiliation of one ot tho 
candidates. On the other hnnd, the 
fact that the other candidate is 
not a member of any fraternity is 
being cited as proof that she is 
entirely unsuited for the position. 

"For the past six years, at least, 
tho President of the Women's Union 
has been a member of tho frater- 
nities, elected by the fraternities, 
and in the main, for the fraternities. 
This is election of a candidate to a 
position by a definite pressure 
group In a definitely high-pressure 
manner. ' 

"It is in no way our aim here to 
attack the institution of campus 
fraternities. We wish merely to 
point out that "non-fraternity" is 
not, and never has been, synanlm- 
ous with "antt-fratcrnlty". In fact, 
it Is probable that a student bound 
by no fraternity ties is able to give 
far more attention to the campus as 
a whole without favouring any one 
particular interest group.

R.V.C. Library 

The R.V.C. Library housed In the 
women's residence has had an un- 
spectacular but steady growth. Ar- 
rangements were made for a library 
in the original grant given by Lord 
Strathcona for the college, which 
opened in the fall ot 1890. The first 
warden, with the aid of the Univer- 
sity Library Staff, chose tho books 
which formed tho nucleus of the 
library and these were added to as 
gifts were received or funds were 
avallablo for new purchases. 

For many years the students just 
lielped themselves to tho books ar- 
ranged on tho shelves, the secretary 
to the warden checking them from 
time to time and putting up a notice 
requesting the return of missing 
books. By 1025, with the increasing 
use of the library and the growth 
in numbers of first year classes, the 
need of tho services of a librarian 
had become very apparent. Dr. 
Lomer repeated his advice that the 
college should obtain the services 
ot a librarian. As a result the ap- 
pointment of a half-time, librarian 
was made. .i. f -.'r'i; 

Under this arrangement, with the 
help of loans of volumes from the 
Redpath LIbrarj', the ordinary 
needs of first year students were 
now met in the R.V.C. Library and 
the pressure was removed from 
the Redpath. The library was now 
in better order and better control- 
led, and its usefulness to students 
ot all years was greatly Increased. 
The undergraduate society annually 
named a representative of. each 
year to act as helper In the library 
and this custom was retained and 
proved of great service., 

A small annual grant was set 
aside for repairs and new books. In 
addition, some serious gaps, espec- 
ially in sections ot English litera- 
ture, were filled by donations from 
friends and in particular from Dr. 
Francis McLennan. From the 
French Government, through the 
klndne:jb of the Consul general, the 
college received valuable additions 
to the section of French language 
and literature. 

By 1029-1030 use of the library 
had increased so greatly that It 
was thought best to appoint a full- 
time trained librarian; this change, 
which brought the library into line 
with that of the University Library, 
had excellent results. Since that 
time the library has grown steadily 
in size and usefulness, the selection 
'and cataloguing of all tho books 
now being done by the librarian in 
charge. Of latter years particular 
attention has been paid to enlarg» 
ing the science section and an at- 
tempt is now being made to build 
up the Spanish collection. 

All the required reading for Eng- 
lish 3 is still kept In this library, 
and the librarian is ready and anxl- 
ous to help the students In any 
way possible, whether it is finding 
material for an essay or showing 
the student how to use reference 
books. Many of the upper-class wo- 
men students -do not fully realize 
the resources of their librory. In 
It ore to be found the most useful 
reference books. An attempt Is 
made to have for each course at 
least some ot the books that are 
required reading, the professors 
having àn ppppiitunlty each year 



that are entirely fictitious. We ac- 
cuse no one of maliciously initiat- 
ing these stories, but the fact that 
they arc all to the detriment of one 
candidate hardly speaks well for 
the supporters ot the other candi- 
date.

Music Notes 



A truly fine rendition of Schu- 
mann's Concerto for violoncello 
and orchestra was the highlight of 
last night's concert of Les Concerts 
Symphonlques do Montreal. With 
Emil Cooper as the guest conduct- 
or, and the distinguished Russian 
cellist, Grcgor Piatigorsky as the 
soloist, the .interpretation of the 
Schumann was played both with 
infinite feeling and understanding 
for this very difficult work. The 
whole concerto is written in the 
form of a conversation between the 
solo instrument and the orchestra. 
Mr. Piatigorsky showed his great 
artistic feeling in the Interpretation 
of singing quality ot the broad 
theme which introduces the first 
section of the one-movement work. 
During the cadenza the soloist has 
an excellent opportunity to show 
his technical skill; this Mr. Pietl- 
gorsky did to such an extent, the 
audience was left in almost breath- 
less excitement, when the orchestra 
concluded the sequence. 

After the intermission, which was 
preceded by a short encore, a 
March by Prokofle/f, played by Mr. 
Piatigorsky, the orchestra and 
soloist played the beautiful Hebrew 
Rhapsody "Schelomo"' by Bloch. 
When Bloch wrote: "it Is the Jewish 
soul that interests mc, the complex, 
glowing, agitated soul, that I feel 
vibrating throughout tho bible..." 
he certainly followed his Interest 
In "Schelomo", for' through the 
whole work vibrate the tragedies, 
the wisdom, the joys of the Jewish 
people. 

Last night's program opened with 
the rather heavy Goedlcke orches- 
tration ot the C minor Bach Passa- 
callla. In this reviewer's opinion, 
there is still a great deal lacking 
in the Concerts Symphonlques or- 
chestra's interpretation of Bach. 
From the simple statement ot the 
theme, which furnishes the varia- 
tions throughout the work, it was 
felt that one was listening to a 
work far too heavy, far too pom- 
pous to represent the greatest of 
all masters of music. This fact was 
even more vivid when the next 
item, Prokofieff'a Classical Sym- 
phony, was heard. Here the orches- 
tra seemed far more in their cle- 
ment, the mathematical genius of 
Bach needs far more care in its 
interpretation than a Montreal or- 
chestra has ever taken. 

The final item on last night's pro- 
gram was the noisy and long 
winded "Franceses Da Rimini," by 
Tchalkowsky, which, following the 
Bloch, as it did, seemed like the 
tottering ot a bear, where angels 
had Just trod. . — C. U. W.

It has also been recommended 
that wc. should bring more guest 
speakers in contact with the women 
students, but I feel that the ma- 
jority of these speakers, who would 
interest us in particuliir, arc al- 
ready covered by the People's Fo- 
rum and the Women's Canadian 
Club, and would require too large, 
a financial backing for us to meet. 
Therefore, I believe it would be of 
more value if the Union's execu- 
tives, the Clubs, and societies no- 
tified the Daily when such speakers 
arc coming. 

WAR COUNCIL: I feel the Wo- 
men's Union could be of material 
aid In sponsoring the programs of 
the War Council, such as the Amal- 
gamated Charities Campaign and 
the I.S.S. drives, but, I also feel that 
as a representative of the Women's 
Union I would try to influence the 
council to look more into the future 
in terms of community service dur- 
ing the rehabilitation stages o( the 
post war period. Suggestions for 
this will come from tt)c Round 
Table conferences which form a 
substantial part of my prospective 
I program. 

i WAR SERVICE: Tlie compulsory 
I feature of the War Service Program 
in previous years proved to defeat 
the purpose of tills organization in 
ma'ny aspects. When, however, the 
Senate, at the request of the Wom- 
en's Union, established It on an in- 
dependent basis last spring it led 
to a more effective program where 
each student Is now made to feel 
her own responsibility not only in 
furthering the war effort, but In 
the social readjustments of tlic 
post-war period. The Women's 
Union has been efficient in this ad- 
ministration and has made It a defi- 
nite succcfj. It now proves to be a 
valuable instrument in wartime 
service, as well as an asset to all 
undergraduate studcnif who par- 
ticipate. I propose to further these 
objectives and to make the War 
Services a vital aspect in the lives 
of every woman student on cam- 
pus. 

I am delighted to say that the 
McGill Daily has shown a keener 
interest this year in tlic Women's 
Union by suggesting a Wonicn's 
Editor to write up its special fea- 
tures and to do its publicity. It's 
cooperation has been a great im- 
provement over previous years and 
It would be my purpose to further 
these good relalions. It is also my 
hope that this years executive 
bring the students and faculty 
closer together end this would only 
be possible If the stiidents feel at 
liberty to bring forth their own 
concrete suggestions before the WO' 
men's Union Executive. 

In closing I should like lo repeat 
my intentions that if clecled to the 
Presidency of the Women's Union 
I would aim to give to ihc Union 
an efficient administration and 1 
would meet all situations and prob- 
lems objectively with t^e purpose 
of representing Ihc best interests 
of all women students on campus.

Little knowledge was professed 
as to the effect of the war upon
